BASEBALL 


The league baseball season in Fresno 


Is ended and there remains but 
game for the local team to play before 
It disbands, to make way for the chrys- 
anthemum haired footballlst. 


The season has been successful in 


many ways, but there Is much thai 
could be improved, and already the 
different managers 
are 
discussing 


plans for the continuation of the league 
next year upon a firmer »nd more busi- 
ness-like basis. 
It has been demon- 


strated that baseball .can be made a 
financial success In the valley, and In 
Merced. Visalia and Hanford the lay- 
Ing out and Improving of grounds ha: 
marked a new era for the national 
game. 


The attendance In all league towns, 


with the exception of Selma, has been 
good, and. taken as a whole, prospects 
seem exceptionally bright for a suc- 
cessful season next year. 


The present series of games was be- 


gun on June 25th with the 
Fresno, 


Merced, Bakersfield. Visalia, Hanford 
and Selma clubs, composed entirely of 
local players. 
This healthy condition 


of teams existed In accordance with an 
agreement made by the managers to 
sign and play only such men as resided 
In the counties represented in 
the 


league. 
A few Barnes demonstrated 


that the Selma and Hanford clubs 
were outclassed by the other teams, 
and to «|ua!ize matters, the board of 
managers grunted them both permis- 
sion to sign a professional battery. In- 
stead of being satisfied with this priv- 
ilege find attempting to develop iis 
home talent, the Selma and Hanford 
management made the serious mistake 
of importing additional players 
and 


compelling the lucal men to take- a back 
seat. 


This action paved the mad for the 'Vi- 


salia manager, who also secured pro- 
fessional players. 
Then the Merced 


club signed one, and Anally, toward the 
close of the season, Bakersfleld strayed 
from the strait and narrow path by 
duplicating Merced's action. 


Throughout the entire season 
the 


Fresno club played local players only. 
q«d. but for a, series of accidents which 
disabled players and crippled the team, 
would probably have ranked consider- 
ably higher in the standing of clubs. 
For this strict adherence to the orig- 
inal agreement, in spite of the fact 
that every other club violated it, the 
Fresno management 
des&rves great 


credit. 


Considerable fault has been 
found 


with the umpiring and the Vlsalia. of- 
ficials have been subjected to the bulk 
of the criticism. 
Next year, however, 


a decided Improvement is looked for 
in this Important branch of the sport,; 
and competent umpires will probably. 
be appointed by the board of managers. 
Each team manager will be expected j 
to" sign fifteen players and post a for- 
feit of $1W> to play only such men as 
are legally signed. 
This will prevent' 


a repetition of the promiscuous import- 
ation of professionals. 


These aria several other changes in 


contemplation will place the San Joa- 
quin valley baseball league upon a bet- 
ter and more satisfactory footing and 
will tend to develop what baseball tal- 
ent now exists In the valley. 


The batting and fielding averages of 


the players of the league up to date 
have been compiled as fully as.poasible. 
Four games were played in the absence 
of a scorer and hence the record Is not 
complete.

SHIPPING GAME. 


Violations of the Ordinance 


Will be Prosecuted. 


County Game Warden Ferguson says 


he has somewhat of a *naj> at pres 
as this is the.open season for game and 
he Is net keeping his eagle eye peeled 
for violators of the law. 
He repbrts 


that this year he intends to rigidly en 
force the ordinance for the -prevention 
of shipping same from the county of 
Fresno for market. 
For the Informa- 


tion of professional hunters who may 
not be aware of the- ordinance, the- per- 
tinent sections are here given: 


'Section 1—Any person hunting quail, 


doves, duck, rail and snipe In the coun. 
ty of Fresno for market shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
Hunting for mar- 


ket, as uspd in this section. Is the tak- 
ing or killing of quail, doves, duck, rail 


snli«e with the intent to ship the 


same. 


Section 2—Any quail, duck, doves, 


rail, and snipe offered for shipment in 
he county of Fresno shall bw consid- 
ered under this ordinance as having 
been taken or killed within ihe limits 
if such county and any person making 
such offer shall b<? guilty of :i misde- 
meanor. 


''Section 2—Any person found guilty 


)f violating any yf ilu- provisions of 
his ordinance shall bo fined not less 
,han $10 i.ur moiv than $:'.0 or be con- 
iiied in the county jail not tess than 
ive dnys nor more than thirty days, or 
>s punished by both such fine and im- 
prisonment."

If anything substantial or even hope-

will never build reservoirs 


on its-land to supply wn .er unless it 
knows how that water is to be dis- 
tributed. 
The whole question of water 


rights is now in chaos.

oretical rights -to that -which it is phy- 
sically Impossible to set; men have un- 
questioned legal rights to that which 
the law furnishes-them no ready means 
of getting except by personal violence; 
the system is entirely inflexible, 
and 


•will not adapt itself at all to an in- 
creased or regulated 
water 
supply. 


These things must be remedied before 
Jt is possible to do anything intelligent 
with the storage problem. 


The drainage problem is far more im- 


minent than the storage problem. 
If 


we store no water for fifty years, we 
shall merely wait so long for certain 
developments that cannot be had with- 
out it. 
If u-fc continue for fifty years 


to distribute water by rule of grab, we 
ehall merely endure so much linger 
the evils we are now enduring. 
If, we 


delay a systematic drainage policy for 
fifty years the fitorage and distribution 
problems will long hoforo have become 
useless, for the whole country will have, 
become an alkali dt-sert. 
Storage is 


good and important, but drainage and 
distribution ftre equally important and 
jnuch more urgent.

Lst nlihrs. meeting of the Fresno 
Bar Association was unusually inter- 
esting, notwithstanding a somewhat 
meager attendance.

Jn opening his address. Mr. Cosgrave 


stated that he would detail a few of ihe 
important incidents of early California 
history and discuss their bearing on 
later developments of the state and of 
its laws. 
The speaker showed that 


California entered the Union at n criti- 
cal time. Already there were 30 states, 
15 of them being free and the other 10 
slave states. 
It seemed that Califor- 


nia was destined to bring on the 
mighty conflict ten years before it act- 
ually came. 
In 1849 th* government of 


the state was organized. 


For some time previously to

California had been governed under the, 
Spanish civil law and it seemed for a 
time that this would become the lead- ; 
ing form of state Jurisprudence.

the diversion of waters.

first the'public sentiment was in favor 
of the appropriator and against the ri- 
parian owner because everything was 
subordinated to the mining Interests. 
The construction o£ a ditch along the 
steep sides of a mountain to carry wa- 
ter to a mine was a much more diffi- 
cult task than digging an irrigating 
canal through the soft sands of 
the 


valley is now. 
As the mining inter- 


ests of, the state yielded in importance 
to those of agriculture, so the theater 
of litigation over water shifted from 
the mining regions to rapidly populat- 
ing valley counties and the equitable 
apportionment of water Is still an un- 
solved question in California.

Some Features of the New Law- 


No More Printed Great 


Registers. 


Perhaps not very many people kno\v 


that hereafter there will be no great 
register, for under the 
new election 


law. which goes into effect on January 
1st, the great registCT is done away 
xvith. 
However, an index wilt be pub- 


lished, which for purposes of reference 
will he almost as convenient as the 
great register. 


Under the new law there will he a. 


decided change in the regulations gov- 
erning1 registration and the manner of 
conducting the voting. As stated, there 
will be no more printed great registers, 
but the CountyClerk will be required to 
send to every prerinrt a. copy of each 
voter's registration affidavit. 
These 


will h^ fastened, together with a wire 
or rivet, and the index will refer to the 
surnames In this bunch of affidavits. 
The affidavits will rontain. of course, 
all the information embraced in the 
present great register, and besides wilt 
:ontain the antogrnph signature of the 
voter. 
When he goes to the polls to 


raat his ballot he will be required in 
register his name on a roster for that 
purpose, and in case of doubtful iden- 
tity Ihe signature on the. roster find 
tho signature on the. affidavit will bo 
rr'mpared. 


Thp Ch'rk is required to publish 1IW 


indices, for 
each 
precinct.' five of 


which must be sent out for each elec- 
tion. 
These indices will contain the 


nfimo. age. address and number of the 
Voter. 


Under this new system, registration 


wil! begin on the second of January 
(the first, of course, being a holiday) 
and will continue right along until a. 
specified time preceding an election. 
Each person will be required to re- 
register; it will not be sufficient to 
have a formal transfer from the old 
register.
